REMARKS 

At the time of the Office Action dated December 11, 2002, claims 1-14 were pending and 
rejected in this application. 



Claims 1, 3-4, 8-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 for lack of novelty as 
evidenced by Yamazaki et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,242,292 (hereinafter Yamazaki) 

In the second enumerated paragraph of the Office Action, the Examiner asserted that 
Yamazaki discloses a method of manufacturing a semiconductor device corresponding to that 
claimed.
